throwing a whale’s tooth at him;”— 
the removal of the Rocky Mountains 
to get a clear view of the Pacific from 
1 leaver; the whipping of Old Eng¬ 
land by a Patagonian aerial man-of- 
war: the lioosac Tunnel being occu¬ 
pied as a refrigerator, there being no 
use for railroads, all transportation 
being in aerial machines; the im¬ 
mense stock opemtious of Pawn, 
Broker Co. and Stock, Gambler JSc 
Co., whereby millions are mode every 
minute,—ami the wealth of leading 
citizen**, making Quincy Francis 
Charles John Adams a four hilliouer. 
and General Daniel Pratt’s heirs 
worth three billions; the Might of the 
city Treasurer, I. M. O. Jean \V«hh 1- 
yard, with 8 o,( 100,000 in money; the 
bill before Congress abolishing the 
name of Smith; the new opportuni¬ 
ties for philosophieal study in Har¬ 
vard College by adding 1*2 billiard 
tables—a sharp hit at college propen¬ 
sities; the presentation of a portrait 
of Col. Herbert E. Hill, who is repre¬ 
sented us liaviug been in tin* Revo¬ 
lutionary war, that of 181*2, the Mex¬ 
ican war and the Rebellion, lutin'/ a 
let/ in tach; the discovery of the North 
Pole by John Kelley, nnd admission 
of the Commonwealth of North-Pole 
to the Cuiou, which bus 800,000,000 
inhabitants and is still spreading its 
dimensions over all lands; the execu¬ 
tion in Illinois under u law which 
mokes it a capital crime to try to bor¬ 
row money; the Sunday School pic¬ 
nic excursions from Boston to Florida 
in the aerial barge Hope; Miss 
Wriugle's triumph at the C'eutrai 
Theatre iu her representation of the 
woes of a female buboou on the eve 
of beiug transformed iuto a woman; 
—all these, and other mirth-provok- 
iug items of the century afar have 
convulsed leading city men the past 
week, many of whom are the subject 
of this very sharp shooliug. 

The Yeunor-ish weather which has 
prevailed since the New Year came 
in has produced a good degree of re¬ 
spect for the Canadian prophet, who 
has certainly hit it this time. 40 be¬ 
low zero iu Vermont, snow blockades 
and uuuMially severe weather iu Vir¬ 
ginia and sleighing iu Georgia are 
the wonders of the winter solstice. 
The cold w eather is a hitter thiug for 
the shivering poor who throng our 
large cities, hut the hand of benevo¬ 
lence is ever reaching out to tide them 
over the iuclemeut seasou, one of 
these charities being the soup distri¬ 
bution at public expense, the appli¬ 
cants beiug many, and all worthy 
persons being supplied. 

James Kedpalh, whose visit to Ire¬ 
land has giveu him opportunity to 
speak by the card on the w oes of that 
unhappy country, has lectured this 
week before the i^aud League Asso¬ 
ciation. He said that “oue great 
source of error on the part of Ameri¬ 
can writers upou the present troubles 
is iu their regarding Ireland as a unit, 
as if it had one system of laws and of 
laud tenure throughout. There are 
three different systems, cue obtain¬ 
ing iu the northern and Protestant 
part of Ireland, and iu the couuty of 
I'Uler especially, where has grown 
up the **Ulster system” of land-ten¬ 
ure. Iu the eastern purt of Ireland 
the system of leasing prevails, and iu 
the western part where the greatest 
amount of oppression exists, the ten- 
uuls are all ieu.tuio at will. The Ul¬ 
ster system is the most liberal of any, 
and its main characteristics arc there 
, opularly known as the ’three F’s. ”

circumstance* of school*, those tenrli- 
rrs who resort to corporal punishment 
least frequently and only for the 
gravest offence* will best satisfy the 
desire* and expectations of Ibis com¬ 
mittee.”

In a recent work on the Ku-KItix 
abominations in the South, tiie writer 
describes one of their night nttaekN 
on a negro cottage, where a preacher 
whom they sought was concealed, the 
laic being given in graphic manner.

every auernoon during 
the sleighing season, a regular race¬ 
course; and on Sunday tire police, by 
order of the city marshal, placed a 
heavy chaiu across the Neck at Can¬ 
ton street to put a stop to the racing; 
but when the crowd, all the way from 
“Wilsou’s Cattle Fair Hotel”, in 
Brighton, came rushing down the 
street at a two forty gait, the officers 
in charge of the chain got frightened 
and let it fall to the ground, allowing 
the racers to pass safely and without 
slackening their pace. 

AN AMCSINO INCIDENT. 

There wa%qne very amusing inci¬ 
dent connected with that racing on 
the Neck which we remember and 
must relate. The city marshal, de¬ 
feated iu his effort to put a stop to 
the fast driving by throwing a chain 
across the street, determined to effect 
the arrest of the principal offenders, 
most of whom were fast young men 
in every sense of the term, and ns 
well known as the dome on the State 
House, and on Monday morning some 
eight or teu of them appeared !>efore 
the judge of the Municipal court, to 
answer to imlictmeuts charging them 
with “trottiug their horses faster than 
six miles an hour,” which was as fast 
os the law allowed. There appeared 
to be no hope that either of them 
could escape the penalty of a line, 
and the court room was crowded with 
friends of the parties, who had gone 
to see the sport of the fast men of 
Boston walking up to the clerk’s desk 
to settle. Much to the surprise of 
every one present, one of the uuiu- 
ler, Dr. T., pleaded not guilty, urn! 
iu his case witnesses were examined, 
ail of whom swore that they knew the 
At»tnr w *n. *•-— *Mey saw 'him driv- 
ing on the Neck the afternoon before 
in company with several gentlemen 
then present in the court room, and 
that his horse was trotting very much 
faster than six miles an hour. 

The doctor listened attentively to 
the testimony, and in answer to an 
enquiry by the court what he had to ! 
say in denial of statements of the 
witnesses, remarked, with a twinkle 
in his eyes, that he could easily prove 
that every one of the witnesses had 
stated what was not true, adding, “J 
don’t think they meant to perjure 
themselves, but if your honor will 
take a ride with me auy afternoon, I 
will convince you tluit it is actually 
impossible that they have stated what 
is true.” 

The judge was puzzled; the crowd, 
who knew the doctor was an incorri¬ 
gible wag, were prepared for fun, and 
finally his honor, who was an intimate 
acquaintance of the doctor, said, 
“Will the prisoner please state to 
the court how he projaises to do that?” 

* “Certainly, with pleasure. I am 
charged with trotting my horse faster 
than six miles an hour. Your honor, 

I own hut oue horse; I drove him 
yesterday afternoon; I led the crowd 
from Brighton to the niilroad bridge 
on Washington street, and yet I claim 
that I am not guilty under the law or 
under this indictment, for, may it 
please your honor, my horse is a pa¬ 
cer aud never trotted u mile siucc he 
was foaled.” * 

It is needless to add that the doctor 
was not called upou to pay a fine.

0OOR to bo launched. 

The magnificent ship on the stocks at 
Keen’s shipyard is nearly completed and 
will be ready for a slide into the water 
soon. The vessel is 915 tons register, 
and is to be coppered before the lauuch. 
Last week 77 hogsheads of salt were 
put into her sides, aud on Saturday af- i 
ternoon Mr. Keen hired the Vulture 
Engine Company, of Quincy Point, to 
come and water the ship. The manner 
in which the work is performed is os fol¬ 
lows. The engine is placed between the 
vessel and river In a convenient position 
to work, the hose is then taken up over 
the stern on to the upper deck, and the 
water is forced up through the bote and 
played into the sides, wetting through 
the body of salt. By this operation ev¬ 
ery leak, if inere be Is discovered. 
After letting the water remain a proper 
time a hole is bored on either side, and 
iu a short time the water runs out, leav¬ 
ing the salt in the sides. The company 
were about two hours in filling both 
sides. We were present, and noted that 
though the weather wot cold aud the 
work tedious, the company never left 
the machine until word was given that 
the sides were full. The engine was put 
on runners and hauled from Quincy to 
the yard and back by oxen belonging to 
Mr. Keen. About twenty-five or thirty 
members accompanied the engine.

Mr. Editor :—A careful analysis of the 
sentiments of the legislators who con¬ 
vene at the State House this week to 
give us our annual allowance of laws, 
good, had and indifferent, shows that a 
majority of both Houses are in favor of 
prohibition, as regards the traffic iti in¬ 
toxicating liquor, and there is hut little 
doubt of the reenactment of the prohib¬ 
itory law. The well known views of His 
Excellency, Gov. Long, give assurance 
that the law will speedily obtain the 
sanction of the executive. AM that re¬ 
mains for tlie people to do, is to see that 
the law is rigidly enforced. And here 
lies the great difficulty in the way of pro¬ 
moting temperance by legal enactment. 
The success of this method of dealing 
with the liquor question in our own town 
during the last six months is not of the 
kind to make temperance men at all con¬ 
fident of its working in the future. Ho 
licenses being granted in Weymouth, we 
have in effect a prohibitory law in force 
here. Hut lias this fact materially di- 
mi nislied the sale of liquor? True, the 
sale of rum lias not been so opeu or pro¬ 
nounced as it lias in other towns, espe¬ 
cially Quincy and llingham, but still no 
one who wanted liquor lias been obliged 
to go out of town to obtain it. There is 
not a village in our whole town where 
the stuff is not openly sold, and a micro¬ 
scope would be necessary to discover ; 
even the least effort to prevent. Now of 
what use are law s if they are not execut¬ 
ed. For the failure to prevent the sale 
of rum in town, the writer of this does 
not wish to fasten the blame ou any set 
of officials, for he believes tiiat tlie town 
officers have made use of the best mate¬ 
rial at hand to punish violators of the 
law, hut they have not means of finding 
aud convicting them. Some new method 
is necessary. Wishing fhat an earnest 
effort might he made to suppress the il¬ 
legal business in town the w liter is ready 
to lend his advice and assistance to tlie 
proper persons, if he can have assurance 
of their good intentions; aud he believes 
that it only requires tlie proper effort to 
put an end to all the gin mills in town.

About 11 o’clock Tuesday forenoon 
fire was discovered Iu tbe basement of 
the Athens school house, the smoke pour¬ 
ing up through tbe register into the pri¬ 
mary schoolroom, where llisa Thayer is 
teacher, and when she notified the schol¬ 
ars in the adjoining room they at once 
rushed out of the building without giv¬ 
ing any particular alarm. The attention 
of Mr. Humphrey, teacher of the Gram¬ 
mar school, was attracted by the noise 
of the scholars of the lower schools pass¬ 
ing out into the yard, and he started to 
go down stairs, when he was informed 
that the building was on fire, and with a 
commendable pretence of mind he told 
his school to keep quiet, thus avoiding a 
panic. He then hurried down to the 
basement, and found the fire to be in the 
floor timbers over tbe furnace. Mr. II. 
then rau up stairs, and procuring two 
pails of water took them to the basement 
and endeavored to quench the dailies, 
but as a further supply of wafer could 
not be obtained from the well in the j 
yard, his effort was unsuccessful, though ! 
he states if he could have obtained u lit¬ 
tle more water be could have quenched 
the fire. 

By this time the scholars were running i 
in every direction, giving the alarm, and 
Mr. 11. A. Miller, foreman in one of the 
rooms in Warren Dyer’s factory, notic¬ 
ing that the schoolhouse was on tire, ran 
to the engine house and making his way 
through a window unbolted the doors.— 
The church bell was rung, and soon the 
whole village was aiouaed and hastened 
to the spot, mothers looking anxiously 
for tlieir children, fearing that some of 
the scholars might be in peril. Engi¬ 
neers Freuch and Newton were soon on 
the ground and proved themselves to he 
amply qualified to meet the emergency. 
The engine was taken to the reservoir at 
the corner of Sea and Athens street, and 
Capt. Barnes aud F. A. Bicknell then 
took a position on top of the machine 
aud called upon the men present to man 
the brakes, which call was promptly re¬ 
sponded to, as all could see the necessity 
of prompt action, and there was uo time 
to lose. It was difficult to ascertain the 
extent of the tire, and there was dauget 
of the flames working up between the 
ceiling and the floor above, but by the 
united efforts and prompt exerlious of 
the officers and all w ho rendered assist¬ 
ance, the tire was extinguished in a very 
short time. 

The tire originated from tbe furnace 
becoming overheated, although Mr. Lou- 
gee, who has charge of the house, was 
there one hour before the fire and says 
he left the furnace all right, there being 
but a moderate beat when he left it.— 
The registers were all closed at the time, 
aud the heat all remained 1 ** the furnace, 
which probably produced a degree of 
temperature that hastened the combus¬ 
tion of the timber, though the tire was 
left all right by the janitor. The teach¬ 
ers state that an odor of scorched wood 
has often come from the registers, out¬ 
door timber running directly over aud in 
close proximity to the top of the furnace 
perhaps being the cause of the odor.— 
Mr. Whitten, who put up the furuace. 
stales that the woodwork over the fur¬ 
nace was sheathed with tin wheii the 
healing apparatus was placed in Un¬ 
building, and thus made safe against 
tire. Mr. Lougee, janitor of the house, 
says the woodwork where the fire broke 
out bus often been so hot that he could 
not bear his hand on it, and he had men¬ 
tioned it to the committee. Mr. Cook, 
of the committee, came directly aftei 
the tire and examined the premises, also 
Mr. Whitten’s foreinati. The amount of 
damage will probably not exceed fifty 
dollars. 

Mr. Jeremiah Shaw deserves 8 {>eciul 
mention for invaluable services rendered. 
He was the tirst man at the tire, and did 
not allow the doors or windows of the 
basement to be opened until tbe firemen 
were ready to play on the fire. A very 
little draught would have hastened the 
progress of the llauies before sufficient 
assistance arrived, to an extent which 
might have caused the destruction of Un¬ 
building, as well as endangering the res 
idence and stable of T. F. Cleverly ami 
H. W. Dyer's house, the wind blowing 
I directly toward them. 

After the tire had been subdued the 
crowd were invited to the engine house 
to partake of a collation provided by Mr. 
Orcutt, whose thoughtfulness for those 
who had so zealously labored to extin¬ 
guish the fire, was appreciated by all. 
told out. 

The Ford Bros., proprietors and man¬ 
ufacturers of Williams’ Washing Crys¬ 
tal, who established their business at 
Quincy Point some four or five years ago, 
and afterwards moved to Nepouset, have 
sold out to Henry T. Bicknell ail their j 
machinery, stock and everything belong-;

Land Lea®no. 

The Emmet Branch of the Land League 
has beet: steadily increasing in uumtiers 
aince its organization, until they now 
numlier Home one hundred and fifty 
infinite is. The interested manifested in 
the Branch hy the citizens of the village 
was fully demonstrated at a public meet 
ing held in the vestry of the Church of 
the Immaculate Conception last evening, 
the occasion being a lecture under the 
auspices of the Branch, hy John Boyle 
O’Reilly,Esq.upon the ‘‘Illustrious Irish¬ 
men of a Hundred Years.’* He began 
by referring to the early history of Ire¬ 
land previous to the time of King Ed¬ 
ward, when English authority aud Eng¬ 
lish despotism were things unheard of. 
and Ireland was subservient to no na¬ 
tion. Subsequent to the ascendancy of 
King Edward to the throne of England, 
Ireland's domestic troubles began hy the 
inauguration of landlordism—nobody be¬ 
ing made a landlord except an English¬ 
man aud a renegade Irishman—and tlx* 
invasion of Cromwell’s army into Ire¬ 
land, devastating the country aud com¬ 
mitting atrocities as foul and outrageous 
as ever disgraced a ravaging hand of pil¬ 
lagers. The treaty of Limerick, ratified 
by King William, brought temporary re¬ 
lief to the pillaged country, so fur as 
warfare and bloodshed were concerned: 
but it could not bring peace or happiness 
to a people whose very souls had been 
torn by the outrages of the tyrannical 
conqueror. He quoted sentences front 
the writings of .Sidney Smith, the Eng¬ 
lish historian, regarding the atrocities 
of the English government toward her 
Irish subjects, where he says: “Irish 
Catholics were driven from the House of 
Commons, and their constituents depriv¬ 
ed of all rights of legislation, and if an 
Irish Catholic would turn Protestant 
they would he allowed to hold the fami¬ 
ly estates.” This cruel state of alTaits, 
continued the speaker, lasted from ltiBl 
to 1792, a period of 101 years, and well 
deserves the appellation of the “Reign of 
Terror.” Since that time Irish brains 
have superceded the Irish rebel bullet, 
and a new era has dawned upon the un¬ 
happy lot of unfortunate Ireland. The 
first great step toward the social advance 
ment of the country was the enfranchise¬ 
ment of all Catholic Irishmen, wrung 
from England hy O’Connell’s agitation 
upon the floor of the House of Commons. 
The second was the abolition of the state 
church hy a direct threat of Fenian re¬ 
bellion, and the third, which is yet to 
come, will be the ownership of the lauds 
hy the men who till them, brought about 
through the persistency and indefatiga¬ 
ble efforts of that laureate Irish cham¬ 
pion, Charles Stewart Parnell |tremen- 
dotis applause). In his peroration tin* 
lecturer paid a glowing tribute of respeel 
to the memory of illustrious Irish minds, 
known to history as Kdwaid Burke, 
Jou&tbau Swift, Sheridan, and Moore 
the poet, whose poems shall last as long 
as people shall speak the English tongue 
O’Connell the agitator; Michael Holftile 
musician; Prof. Tyndall, Macauley, 
Robert Kiuniet, and a score of other fa¬ 
mous and renowned Irishmen, whose 
memories shall live for centuries to come. 

The lecturer concluded by saying that 
Mr. Parnell was, in his judgment, the 
greatest statesmen of all the great nota¬ 
bles now living, and although England 
now op|M)ses him with all the animosity 
that it is capable of, the time is coming 
when England will erect a monument to 
his memory, and credit him with being 
the greatest English statesman that ha.* 
ever lived. Michael Bolft was a tru* 
born Irishman, yet England has erected 
a monument to his memory, aud lie is 
known to the world as the great English 
musician.
